Take Turkish Town After a 


Gallant Assault. 


TURKEY'S LINE IS 
BROKEN 


ftrmy Pusher Through and

Fortified Tow n In Moslem Territory 


Losses Have Been Heavy. 


Podgoritza, Montenegro, Oft. 14. — 
The 
Montenegrin army under com 
mand of General Vukotfch, has gained 
another victory in the capture of By- 
zlopolye, outs ol the chief towns of 
Novibizar. 
The Montenegrins atta' lied the town 
with a gallant assault, and met with 
a fierce resistance. So fat no de ali­ 
as lo the battle have b e e n re eived 
beyond the fact thai the town w is 
taken and that the victors have set up 
a provisional government there. 
Alter an engagement lasting until mid­ 
night, the Montenegrins broke through 
the Turkish ranks neui Tttshl an I in 
vested the town, which is completely 
cut off front Scutari. 
The 
Montenegrin army has been 
fighting for four days along the whole 
front, penetrating the Turkish terri­ 
tory slowly, owing to the many fortis 
rations. The Turks have burned s**v 
etal Malinsort villages. Many wounded 
Turks have been brought to Podgo­ 
ritza. 
Details of the storming of Detth 
Itch mountain by the 
M ntenegrin 
troops show that th** Montenegrins 
lost 120 killed and 400 wounded. At 
Rogame Fort the Montenegrins cap­ 
uli ed an undamaged field gun and a 
quantity of ammunition. 
Official dispatches from the southern 
army say th** Turks attempted to take 
the counter offensive, but were driven 
hack. 
The relief of the town of Berain* by 
Turkish reinforcements is reported by 
the military command *! of Scutari Ha 
also says that the Turks have r occu 
pied the heights around the town of 
(iusinye, near the Montenegrin fron 
tier to the northeast of Podgorltza. 
Montenegrin forces have crossed the 
border Into the Sanjitk of Novlpazar. 
aril are now* attacking Sienitza, a c ­ 
ool ding to official Information received 
by th** Porte Sienitza is a town close 
to the Servian frontier 
Crown Prince Constantine of Glee e, 
accompanied by his eldest son and a 
number of staff officers, left Athens 
to

command of the army ot 
Thessaly. 
Their departure was maik 
ed bv a demonstration of popular en 
thusiasm.

Desgnettes, who was with the Egyp­ 
tian expedition.

he found 
Eugene 
Beauharnaia asleep in 
the 
sand in the 
desert 
of 
Ramanieh. 
“ Wake up, F.ugene, wake up! 
Tins 
repose does not suit either your name 
or profession 
A 
man of war m ust 
be without rest and without pity.’’ On 
another occasion Napoleon had con 
demned several of his pet Grenadiers 
to death for looting and murder. 
His 
reflections, made to Desgnettes. are 
worth quoting: 
“ My sentence on the Grenadiers of 
the Thirty-second regiment cost me 
dear, but I was obliged to do It. 
A 
commander-in-chief must have a tre­ 
mendous power. 
How can you reason 
onably question the right of a man 
to whom the state som etim es entrusts 
the lives 
of 
a 
hundred thousand 
troops to punish such serious offenses 
as he deems fit? 
I convicted these 
Grenadiers before punishing 
them! 
When I seized Antoine by the collar 
and said to him: 
‘Come, miserable 
wretch, and let me confront you with 
your accomplice.’ he was confounded 
“ But what m en!—fellows to win a 
battle by themselves! 
Perhaps the 
corporal has won some 
You did not 
see how they died? 
Like Caesars, 
showing their affection for me 
One 
of their comrades went to drink with 
them In prison, and rem arked: 
Per­ 
haps there was some truth In the 
charge, else Bonaparte 
would 
not 
have condemned 
you.’ 
Be silent,’ 
was the answer; ‘you do not know 
what you are saying: 
he was de­ 
ceived again, as he often has been be­ 
fore. but no m atter—let us drink to 
his health ’ 
And when the time came 
for the execution, they marched stead 
fly out and stood calmly before the 
firing party, saying: ‘This is how the 
Grenadiers of the Thirty-second die.’ 
Afterward the officers came to see 
me, but I would not receive them; 
but. faith! I pity those upon whom the 
Thirty-second may fall on the first oc­ 
casion that presents Itself for them to 
wipe out the remembrance

this.”

than macaroni, thanks to which Ital­ 
ian bank clerks can live on $4 a week, 
but In this benighted, money-mad land 
of ours the food trust millionaires in­ 
sist on faking It. 
“ But you can tell fake macaroni—
